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CUCAMONGA INCORPORATION PROTEST Alfa Loma Plans 
MEETING CALLED FOR OCTOBER 5 


Decision On 
New City To 
Be Made Oct. 22 


People opposed to the incor- 
poration of Cucamonga are in- 
vited to a public meeting in the 
Cucgmonga chamber of com- 
merce office, 7:30 p.m. Oct. 5. 

In an effort to ‘‘work out dif- 
ferences,” the meeting was called 
following the public hearing be- 
fore the San Bernardino county 
board of supervisors Monday. Be- 
fore the officials was the ques- 
tion of calling an incorporation 
election but due to the large ac- 
reage represented among thé 
protestants, the hearing was con- 
tinued. 

Decision on the request for 
forming a new city or dropping 
the proposed proceedings was 
continued until Oct. 22. Supervi- 
sor-Dan Mikesell suggested the 
continuation due to the apparent 
inability of the Cucamonga citi- 
zens to unite on a common pro- 
gram. Stanford Shaw, attorney, 
presented the appeal of the in- 
corporation committee for an 
election, pointing out that 1,000 
names were recorded on the for- 
mal petition seeking incorpora- 
tion. Names of 500 persons op- 
posing the new city were on pe- 
titions presented the supervisors. 

Frank Grove, who was one of 
the leaders in the opposition 
movement, spoke for land owners 
who sought to remain outside of 
the proposed city. Ed Marks, 
president of Red Hill Country 
club, asked that the club proper- 
ty be exempt and Frank Mosher, 

‘ke for the Red Hill Improve- 
ment Assn., asking that the Red 
Hill residential area be excluded. 
L. J. Barden spoke for the Gar- 
rett & Co., asking that the ex- 
tensive grape lands not be 
placed within the city. 

(Leslie Foster, head of the in- 
corporation committee, pointed 
out that in most residential areas 
residents favored 
and that it was in general the 
owners of large holdings who 
favored exemption. Mr. Shaw 
argued that Cucamongans have

City Officials Must Continue . 
To Insist On Depressed Freeway 


The proposed “upper” freeway through Upland may be 
the subject of prolonged discussion. 


Some people understand that “it is a policy of the Calif- 
fornia highway commission” not to construct any more de- 
pressed freeways. Thus the question of whether the proposed 
freeway between 19th and 20th Sts. is to be depressed or on 
the surface with a “bridge” spanning Euclid Ave. is very im- 
portant.'The Upland city council is firm in its determination 
that only a depressed route will be permitted. We believe that 
all Uplanders hack up that determination. 


Clyde V. Kane, district highway engineer, has asked the 
councilmen for an official designation of the proposed route. 
This designation was given sometime ago on “condition” the 


route is depressed. 


Mr. Kane has added another chapter to the discussion 
by again asking that the depressed condition be removed from 
the designation. The councilmen have replied: “we will not 
omit our insistance on the route being depressed but we will be 


pleased to confer with you.” 


The state engineers should well know by now, people 


in this community want only a 


depressed freeway — just as 


the San Bernardino freeway — and that relenting on this point 
might eventually mean loss of control of what we get.

Children 
are wandering up the street to 
catch the school bus; a woman 
is hanging out her washing in the 
morning sun; another mother is 
playing with her young and is 
radiant; the roses are still bloom- 
ing and are of continued joy; the 
trees are bent down with foliage 
and with fruit.
